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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  during  May  was  estimated  at 
64,170,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Phis  was  1 percent  less  than 
in  May  1959,  "but  7 percent  more  than  the  1954-58  average  for  the  month.  The  cumula- 
tive output  the  first  five  months  of  this  year,  totaling  269, 220, 000  gallons,  was  2 
percent  larger  than  the  January-May  manufacture  a year  earlier  and  was  12  percent 
larger  than  the  average  for  this  period. 

production  advanced  12  percent  seasonally  from  April  to  May.  The  gain  was  l4 
percent  at  this  time  in  1959  and  averaged  15  percent  "between  these  months  in  the 
195^-58  period.  Temperatures  during  May  were  normal  or  lower  in  most  of  the  country. 
Ihey  were  slightly  above  normal  in  the  Great  Plains,  and  were  well  above  normal  in 
the  North  Atlantic  States  and  in  narrow  strips  on  both  the  Atlantic  Coast  and  the 
Pacific  Coast  in  California. 

Compared  with  May  1959,  change's  in  ice  cream  production  by  regions  were  varied. 
Output  decreased  3 percent  in  the  important  North  Atlantic  Region,  where  a 10  percent 
loss  in  Pennsylvania  and  a 1 percent  loss  in  Massachusetts  exceeded  gains  in  all  re- 
maining states.  Production  increased  1 percent  in  New  York  State.  Output  was  3 
percent  less  also  in  the  East  North  Central  States,  where  all  states  contributed  to 
the  loss  except  Michigan.  Production  was  fractionally  less  in  the  South  Atlantic 
Region  and  2 percent  smaller  in  the  South  Central.  Output  was  up  3 percent  in  the 
West  North  Central  States,  due  to  increases  in  Iowa,  Nebraska,  and  the  Dakotas.  In- 
creases in  the  West  were  2 percent  in  the  Mountain  Region  and  6 percent  in  the 
Pacific.  Production  in  California  was  5 percent  above  a year  earlier. 


Ice  cream  manufacture  in  May  this  year  was  above  the  5 -year,  195^-58  average 
for  the  month  in  all  regions  of  the  country.  Increases  ranged  from  3 percent  in 
both  the  West  North  Central  and  the  South  Central  Regions  to  11  percent  in  both  the 
Pacific  and  the  South  Atlantic.  Gains  in  all  North  Atlantic  States  gave  the  region 
9 percent  higher  production.  Output  was  up  3 percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  10  percent 
in  New  York.  In  the  East  North  Central  Region,  a 4-percent  increase  was  caused  by 
moderate  gains  in  all  states . Production  was  10  percent  greater  in  the  Mountain 
States.  Output  was  11  percent  above  the  1954-58  May  average  in  California.

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ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION 


U.S.  production  of  ice  milk  totaled  13,205,000  gallons  during  May.  This  was 
fractionally  less  than  the  May  1959  output,  hut  23  percent  more  than  the  1954-58 
average  for  the  month.  Production  advanced  22  percent  between  April  and  May  this 
year,  compared  with  24  percent  at  this  time  last  year  and  an  average  of  27  percent 
in  the  previous  5 -year  period.  Sharp  seasonal  increases  occurred  in  all  areas  of 
the  country  except  the  West,  where  the  gain  was  only  moderate. 

Compared  with  May  last  year,  ice  milk  production  was  unchanged  in  the  West  North 
Central  Region.  Output  was  larger  in  the  North  Atlantic,  the  South  Atlantic  and  the 
South  Central  Regions.  Moderate  losses  occurred  in  the  East  North  Central  States 
and  the  West.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  sherbet  in  the  United  States  during  May  was  estimated  at 
4,215,000  gallons.  This  was  1 percent  less  than  in  May  1959,  but  b percent  above 
the  1954-58  average  for  the  month.  Output  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  was  2 
percent  larger  than  in  the  same  months  of  1959  and  11  percent  greater  than  the  5 -year 
average  for  this  period.  Production  gained  27  percent  seasonally  between  April  and 
May.  Sharp  gains  were  indicated  in  all  sections  of  the  country  except  the  Pacific 
Region,  where  output  advanced  only  moderately. 

Compared  with  May  1959,  sherbet  production  decreased  in  the  South  Atlantic 
States  and  in  all  three  of  the  central  regions.  These  losses  were  partially  offset 
by  moderate  gains  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  the  Mountain,  and  a sharp  in- 
crease in  the  pacific .

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' THE  LLORINE  -TYPE  " FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with.  fats  and  oils  other 
than  milkfat  in  the  United  States  during  May  totaled  4,605,000  gallons.  This  vas  6 
percent  above  the  May  output  a year  ago  and  3^-  percent  above  the  May  195^-58  monthly 
average.  Output  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  totaled  17,580,000  gallons,  or  8 
percent  more  than  in  the  first  five  months  of  1955  and  36  percent  above  the  average. 

Production  advanced  seasonally  from  April  to  May  in  all  important  Mellorine- 
producing  states  except  Oregon,  which  registered  a moderate  decline.  The  U.S.  gain 
was  15  percent  this  year,  compared  with  18  percent  in  both  1959  and  the  average  of 
the  preceding  5-year  April-May  periods. 

Compared  with  May  a year  ago,  production  increased  in  California,  Oklahoma, 
South  Carolina,  Arkansas,  Oregon  and  Alabama.  These  increases  were  partially  offset 
by  losses  in  Illinois,  Missouri,  Texas,  Louisiana,  and  Montana.

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 

Water  ice  production  in  the  United  States  during  May  was  placed  at  4,350,000 
gallons  - 9 percent  less  than  in  May  1959,  hut  9 percent  more  than  the  1954-53  aver- 
age for  the  month.  The  January-May  cumulative  production  of  11,020,000  gallons  this 
year  was  5 percent  smaller  than  in  the  first  five  months  of  1959  hut  12  percent 
larger  than  the  5 -year  average  for  the  period.  Output  advanced  sharply  from  April 
to  May  in  all  sections  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  May  1959?  production  was  smaller  in  all  regions.  Moderate  losses 
occurred  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region,  the  East  North  Central  and  the  South  Atlantic . 
Production  was  sharply  lower  in  the  remaining  regions .
